The soil of the United States 
faces a continu ing loss of its pro­ 
du ctive capacity . 
That is a challenging statement. 
It wou ld seem, therefore, to be the 
part of wisdom for the govern­ 
ment and the people of the United 
States to adopt 
every 
possible 
method to stop this loss and begin 
to rebu ild soil fertility . 
We give the name of “soil con­ 
servation” to the preblem 
as a 
whole; and we are already active 
in ou r eforts to retard and prevent 
soil erosion, and by the more in­ 
telligent u se of land to bu ild u p 
its crop, its pastu rage and its tree 
produ cing capacity . 
As a resu lt of the stu dies and 
tests of modern science it has 
come to be recognized that phos- 
phosou r is a necessary element in 
hu man, in animal and plant nu ­ 
trition. The phosphorou .s content 
of ou r land, following generations 
of cu ltivation, has greatly dimin­ 
ished. It needs replenishing. The 
necessity for wider u se of phos­ 
phates for fu tu re generations is, 
therefore, a m atter of great pu blic 
concern. We cannot place ou r agri­ 
cu ltu re u pon a perm anent basis 
u nless we give it heed. 
I cannot over emphasize the im- 


deposits in Tennessee and Florida 
becau se the methods of treatm ent 
can be u sed as well on these de­ 
posits as on those in the west. In­ 
asmu ch as the deposits in Ten­ 
nessee and Florida are, and will 
continu e to be, of vital importance 
to American agricu ltu re, it is to 
the national interest that they be 
conserved to the fu llest extent. 
The disposition of ou r phosphate 
deposits shou ld be regarded as a 
national 
concern. 
The situ ation 
appears to offer an opportu nity for 
this nation to exercise foresight 
in the u se of a great national re­ 
sou rce heretofore almost u nknown 
in ou r plans for the development 
of the nation.

T TNDER the surface, reputab le reports have indi- 
L J cated in recent w'eeks, there is increasing 
rc.sentment among the Japanese people against the 
militaristic group controlling the government. The 
surprise announcement b y Chinese authorities that 
two giant American made planes had flown over 
a part of the island empire for the purpose of 
dropping leaflets instead of b omb s revives the 
recurring story that the Japanese invasion of China 


is not popular among Japanese masses.

Apparently the Chinese strategists, tutored

Jack Dempsey 


rpH E evolution of a man from the rails, from the 
hard knocks of mining camps, and the dub ious 
atmosphere of the prize ring furnished a good 
many Lincoln people with food for thought this 
week. Jack Dempsey, paying this community a 
f.rst visit, was decidedly more than the greatly 
pub licized former heavyweight champion of the 
world, ¡tie “took” with the crowds.

The Immediate 
effect upon land prices was re­ 
flected. By 19 07 most of the farm ­ 
ers in the Platte valley and all of 
that region were raising alfalfa 
and land itself had advanced in 
value to a peak of $75 an acre.

Remains the Heart 


To this day the alfalfa empire 
W'hich Watson founded remains 
the most productive alfalfa area 
in the state. From Cozad to Lex­ 
ington, down to Kearney, follow'- 
ing the river source virtually ita 
entire winding way through the 
state of Neb raska, especially where 
irrigation is possib le, the alfalfa 
Industry remains one of the great 
developments of Neb raska agri­ 
culture. It did not fulfill all of the 
b rilliant promises which Its early 
advocates extended so confidently. 
For example, there are still m ut- 
terings ab out the com sharks In 
Chicago. And the thousands and 
thousands of farm ers who b elieved 
alfalfa restored necessary plant 
food to the soil, and that with Its 
deep root system tapped under­ 
ground waters w'hich other crops 
could not reach during drouth, 
discovered that alfalfa did a thor­ 
oughly w’orkmanlike job in ex­ 
tracting every drop of moisture 
from the earth it penetrated. They 
discovered, after the manner of all 
things, that the sweetness and 
strength of virgin aoil had some­ 
thing to do with the amazing suc­ 
cess that followed those few Intro­ 
ductory years of the w'idespread 
planting of alfalfa on the plains.

Dr. Bessey's Trib ute 


In the annual report of the State 
Board of Agriculture, in 189 0, the 
late greatly b eloved Dr. C. E. 
Bes.sey, w'riting of alfalfa, said; “It 
is said the Greeks and Romans 
grew it, and that to these coun­ 
tries It was b rought from Persia, 
and possib ly from regions still 
farther east. Its cultivation cer­ 
tainly dates b ack 2,000 or 2,500 
years. Upon the soils of Neb raska 
it has b een shown to grow with 
great readiness, and when once 
estab lished it is likely to endurs 
for a long period of time.”

Domains to Conquer 


This b rief account has b een de­ 
voted to perhaps the most unusual 
development which took place in 
the history of agriculture on thess 
plains. Alfalfa came to California 
in the closing years of the gold 
rush excitement. It reached Ne­ 
b raska in 187,5. By 189 0 it had 
advanced its frontiers to Boone 
county, and in 189 5 it w'as b eing 
grown in 80 of the 9 3 counties of 
the state. Not even the b asic staff 
of 
life—wheat—or 
king corn— 
caught the imagination of the till­ 
ers of the soil to the extent of 
alfalfa. By 19 09 It was grown on 
49 ,49 5 farms in this state and the 
annual harvest was more than a 
million and a half tons a year. 
Five years later that production 
had increased more than 45 per 
cent and the thriving dairy indus­ 
tries of Wisconsin and New York 
looked to these plains for feed for 
their extensive herds of b looded 
cattle.
